"A Chicago denier, tor instance," said the 
commissioner, "will find that his tax on 
manufactured snuff and tobacco is re- 
duced to about 25 per cent, and all 
special taxes are removed, but that will 
be the extent to which the change reaches 
him. There will be no new rules or regu- 
lations and no new set of stamps. Tha 
whole thing will run along as before, and 
the |fi,000,000 reduction of revenue will be 
accomplished almost without the tobacco 
dealers knowing it. Illinois paid $352,181 
on manufactured tobacco last year, and 
to far as that state is concerned tho 
changes of the tariff law will result in

them after they are once iu their clutches. 
Why not stop them ia New York before 
they have become imbued with vice aud 
and beyond our power nt' help. 
A Scatcli Woman Who Reftllied the Fill til. 


Miss Coultre says she could cite scores 


of cases that have cotue under her atten- 
tion. In the case of one Scotch woman 
who was enticed to Salt Lake City by her 
own brother, the old woman, when she 
found out the practices of the Mormons, 
refused to have anything to do with them. 
But her children were enticed from her 
and are now living lives of sin. Iu con- 
clusion Miss Coultre says: "Knowing as I 
do so well from personal observation the 
fate of these Mormon converts, I do hope 
the American people may come to realize 
that it is their duty to consider this 
matter as one of vital importance to our 
government aud to try to have prohibitory 
measures in regard to bringing these 
people here. Not only would it bcneiil 
these people themselves, but the whole 
country, for surely people WHO take the 
oaths they are obliged to take would nob 
become good law-abiding citizens." 


THE MORMOM CONFERENCE. 


Declarations to Obey the Poly gamy Law 


Kecolrud with Satisfaction. 


WASHINGTON CITY, Oct. 7.—Most of the 


senators and congressmen have left Wash- 
ington, but the uows from the Mormon 
conference was heard with profound sat- 
isfaction by the officials here who have 
mainly to deal with the church in Utah. 
"This is indeed important news," said 
Gen. 
Noble, secretary of the interior, 


whgn informed of the action of the gen- 
eral Mormou conference. "I am glad to 
hear of it, ami hope the action was taken 
in nil srnc'-'Vity. 
If the action of the Mor- 


mon conference brings forth the proper 
fruits naturally it will tend' to relax the 
rigor of the law. It is polygamy that it 
is desired to exterminate. 
Not in Accord with Cimfcrcm'.e'a Action. 


"I confess the recent landing of-a large 


number of female immigrants tit New 
York does not to my mind tally very well 
with this official action of tlie Mormon 
church, nor does it indicate reform. 
However, let us accept it in the spirit of 
siucerity and trust that they really pro- 
pose to conform to tlie law of the land. 
It is much preferable to have them re- 
linquish polygamy voluntarily than to be 
compelled to crush it out by the strong 
arm of the law." 


How the Attorney General Views It. 
Attorney General Miller, upon wliora 


devolve* the duty of prosecuting those 
charged with polygamous practices, said: 
"The significance of this proceeding ou 
the part of the general Mormon council 
will have to be developed by circum- 
stances. Whether a set of men who iu 
the past have been as wise as serpents 
are suddenly goin^ to become as harm- 
less as (loves in u problem which the fut- 
ure alone can solve. Probably they be- 
gin to realize that they can not resist the 
power of this government."

WHEN Rowell spoke here he made a de- 


fense of tbe republican party's legislation 
on the silver question, or perhaps It would 
be better to say that he, made a boast of It.

Judge Smith cast a glance over the bar, 


and with scarcely a pause,said: "Mr.Ewinjr, 
I'll ask you to consult with this young man 
and represent him In his defense.*!

When 
the little confusion attendant upon their en- 
trance bad subsided, Mr. Ewing said:
